WORK OF THE WIND. 


The Havoc Wrought by the Tor- 
nado at Brownsville and 
Other Towns, 


Complete Details of the Awful De- 
vastation. 


Ten Victims to the Fury of the Storm 
Already Dead—Several More 
Dangerously Hurt and 
Death May Follow.

Over Fifty Buildings Demolished, Horses 
and Live Stock Killed—Record of 
the Terrible Tornadoes of 
Past Years—The Cen- 
tral Storm Belt.

BROWNSVILLE, Mo., April 20.—The devas 
tation worked by ithe terrible cyclone in its 
path could not be more complete. At the 
trumpet blast ofthe storm Brownsviile’s 
stateliest buildings crumbled to fragments. 
Your correspondent met Mr.H. Riley, an eye- 
witness of the terrible affair. The cyclone,he 
eaid, with the exception of a 
peculiar white cloud, whose dread omen was 
not interpreted, came unheralded. But few 
people were onthe street at the time of its 


approach, arain-storm having preceded it. 
Those exposed noticed

singular fatality Brownsville was the converg- 
ing point for the twin demons of destruction. 
Their meeting was accompanied by a violent 


deafening roar of thunder. Darkness then 
suddenly fell like a pall,and with an ac- 
celerated velocity the cyclone moved 
directiv through the city. The vicinity 
of Spring and Main streets was the first to 
suffer, the giant hand of the storm crushing 
the brick buildings like egg-shells. Next the 
Brownsville Hotel and the Star Mill were de- 
molished, 
THE CYCLONE SWEEPING THEN 

in a 4=whirligig, zigzag manner in 
a northeasterly direction. The cyclone dis- 
appeared as it came, like a flash, lasting but a 
moment. A terrible sight then met the eye: 
buildings shattered, in some cases lifted 
bodily from the 


streets rendered tmpassa by the debris, 
dead and wounded men scattered promiscu- 
ously among the ruins, and horses, cows, and 
other animals, impaled on the broken tim- 
bers all over the town. A sulphuric deposit 
was left in the track of the storm, in some lo- 
calities an inch thick. 

Fears are now entertained that the searches 
now being prosecuted among theruins will 
result in the finding of more victims of the 
holocaust. The Sweet Springs Hotel es- 
caped by a miracle, the funne! raising just 
before it was reached. The Brownsville 
Herald escaped, while the houses all around 
it 

WERE SMASHED AND BLOWN TO ATOMS. 
Numbers of families are houseiess, their en- 
tire possessions having been destroyed. Active 
measures are being taken by the more fortun- 
ate citizens towards their relief. 

By a providential chance the public school, 
containing 150 echolars, was dismissed a few 
moments before the storm’s approach. The 
town is filled with visitors from neighboring 
towns curious to witness thescene. The 
body of an unknown man was 
found tast_ionight. William Parsons 
is dying from his injuries. He is the tenth 
victim. While the damage cannot yet be 
ca'culated, it cannot possibly fall short of 
$150,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, Apri) 20.—Monday even- 
ing’s storm here was the most violent exper- 
ienced for years. A remarkable feature of the

Considerable damage to property has 
resulted, but no loss of life in this district has 
as yet been reported.

To the Relief of the Rodgers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—It is probable 
the Government will not wait for the 
Iroquois to get ready for a trip to the North 
to rescue the crew of the Rodgers, but order the 
revenue steamer now in Alaska waters, to go 
north atonee. Nothing is known yetas to the 
condition of the crew or whether they have 
enough food to iast until aid arrives, but 
as there are settlements of natives not a 
great distance from Cape Serdze, it fs be- 
lieved they will be ableto exist until aid ar- 
rives.

wind 84.3 pounds persquare foot; in Marsh- 
field, Mo., 1880, where a large brick residence 
was leveled to the ground, the force required 
being 58 pounds to the square foot; in Havre 
de Grace, Md., in 1866, where ten spans Ola 
Howe truss bridge of 250 feet each were blown 
over. In that case the force of the wind was 


only 27 pounds per sguare foot; 
in Decatur, Ala., in i870, two 
spans of a combination triangular 


truss bridge were blown over, the velocity of 
the wind being twenty-six pounas per square 
toot; at Meredosia, MIil., 1880, One span 
wooden Howe truss, 150 feet long was Over- 
turned, the force required being twenty tour 
pounds per foot, and lastly, at Omaha, Neb., 
in 1877, where two spans of the iron bridge 
across the Missouri were blown down, each 
truss being 250 feetlong and meade wholly of 
iron. In the jast instance the 
force of the wind was only 18.7 pounds per 
equare foot. The above citations are only given 
as examples of the violence of the storms 
which prevailed at the times enumerated, and 
no mention is made of the immeasurable 
amount of damage otherwise done during the 
progress of these to:nadoes. The Professor 
was usked- whetuer tornadoes were increasing 
in occurrence and _ violence. He re- 
plied that there was no positive evidence 
of anything of the kind. There is ss at 
present to show how often storms occurred in 
former years, and al] there is to judge from of 
their frequency isthe evidence lett in the form 
of decayed forests which have pbeenin the 
track o! tornadoes. 
DR. ENGELMAN, 

a botanist of some fame, during investigations 
in this State south of Springfield, came across 
many things indicative ot storm track. This 
was as much as thirtysyears ago. 

The Professor said: ‘‘To show how little we 
know of the bappening of these storms I will 
say that only last month two or three occurred 
in this State alone. On the same day of 
tne big storm at Marshfieid eleven others took 
Place in Missouri and we only neard of two of 
them. So far as has yet been developed it 
can not be said with any degree of positive- 
ness that more violent wind-storms occur 
in present days than in former years. 
The storms. of the past were not 
chronicied as they are now. To day we know 
within a few short hours what occurs in other 
portions of the country, andthis fact brings 
events more vividly to our minds.’’ 

The reporter asked the Professor as to the 
course of tornadoes and why they always 
tended northward. He said that atmospheric 
influences had all to do with the matter. 

IN. THE EARLY SPRING 

he noticed that tornadoes were noted in the 
Southern States,and as the season ad- 
vanced they would move northward. Tne 
reason of that was the unsSeasonableness of 
the weather. A tornado generally tollowed an 
unusualiy close, hot and sultry day. Of 
course, aSthe season advanced earlier in the 
South, that wouid necessarily be the starting- 
pointof the storms, and until a settled state of 
weather had set in there would be danger of 
their appearance. The Professor said that as 
yet much regarding the science of storms was 
theoretical, and, in his opinion, the observ- 
ance of results was the most profitable and 
certain way to gain an accurate knowledge oa 
the subject. In answer toa question, he said 
that he did not think tornadoes were more 
trequent or increasing in violence over former 
years. 

CAPT. C. SHALER SMITH, 
acivilengineer of considerable prominence, 
was called on. He was asked as to 
the precursors of a violent wind. 
storm. He said that the weather was invaria- 
bly close and hot, with little or no wind in any 
direction. ‘Tone hut air coming in contact with 
the upper stratum of colder air caused a sort 
of vacuum or funnel, whichiwoula, in case of 
damage being done, lower downto the earth 
and cause a whirlwind, thus creating the tor- 
nado. 

Capt. Smith said that the 
CENTRAL STORM BELT OF THE UNITED 8TATES 
comprehended the following sections of 
our country: Northern Texas, Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Nebraska; also Northern 
Louisiana, two-thirds of Mississippi, the west- 
ern half of Tennessee and Kentucky anda 
small portion of Indiana. The storms would 


commence in the south ana work north as 
the season advanced. Storms of 
this nature in the Eastern States 
were altogether sporadic. A question 


was asked as tothe weather succeeding a tor- 
nado. Capt. Smith replied that the weather 
was always cooler for some Jittle time after the 
storm had passed. Accompanying the storm, 
or immediately folowing it, would be hail ana 
electric displays.

‘*A tornada,’’ said he, ‘‘is within a limited 
space, and sweeps through a section of coun- 
trv in a comparatively contracted limit, while 
acyclone may embrace an area of a thousand 
miles.

How an Ambitious Young Lady Was 
Taken in by Them.

About two months ago Helen M. Lewia, a 
young Southern woman, who wished to go 
on the stage, read an advertisement offering 
the position of leading lady in a first-class 
theatrical company to the person who could 
find the capital to provide the proper ward- 
robe and meet other necessary expenses. 
Miss Lewis answered the advertisement, and 
a letter signed William Alfred Schwab gave 
her an address at which to call. She went 
several times before finding Schwab, but saw 
Robt. J. Rummels, who represented himself 
as Schwab’s secretary. Finally she saw the 
busy manager, and was engaged by him to 
play the leading partin‘‘Daniel Rochat” at 
the Boston Theater. They went to Boston, 
where she began a course of lessons under an 
elocutionist at Schwab’s suggestion. 

She bad taken but one lesson, however, 
when she became suspicious atthe delay in 
the rehearsals of ‘,Daniel Rochat,”? and went 
to the Boston Theater to discover the reason. 
She was told there that she had been swindled. 
On returning to the hotel she found that both 
Schwab and Rummeis had gone away, leaving 
herto pay their board bill. She says that 
Schwab obtained $700 from her on the pre- 
tence that 1t was to be used for her outfit, 
and that Rummels got $45 from her by saying 
thathe had gambied away that much of 
Schwab’s money acd needed the amount to 
save himself from disgrace. Miss Lewis re- 
ported the case to Inspector Byrnes, whe re- 
cognized in her description of Schwab 
the man who had swindled the daughter of 
Minuie Cummings, the actress, out of $500 
and adiamond ring, in January, 1881, under 
pretence of fitting her for the _ stage. 
About the eame time he learned that 
Schwab had more recentiy obtained $400 in 
the same way from the sister of a prominent 
physician in Jersey City. Detectives Heidel- 
berg and Dolan arrested Schwab and Rum- 
mels. Rummels has served two terms in 
prisonfor ja jburglarv, and another for steal- 
ing a watch. Schwab is said to have had a re- 
markable career asa swindler. About a year 
ago he is said to have opened rooms at Broad- 
way and Reade streets uader the name of 
‘United States Emigration and Rellef Soeie- 
ty,’? which purported to have agencies in ev- 
ery country in Europe andin China. Every 
person who assisted in furnishing and keep- 
ing up this establishment is said to have been 
swindled. He advertised so well that the 
Brazilian Government gave him a contract to 
supply it with 800 coolies at $60 a 
head, Schwab to pay their passage. 
Schwab went to Brazil in February of last 
year, and his pretensions were so well kept 
up that the freedom cf nearly every city he 
visited was presented to him. When be re- 
turned to New York last summer his credit- 
ors descended on his agency. 

He next turned up in Denver as Secretary 
of the Atiantic and Pacific tunnel scheme, a 
mining organization, which, having obtained 
a grant from the State of Colorado, was char- 
tered, with a capital of $10,000,000.

Paris has been enjoying an unwonted sen- 
sation of late with reference to magnetism 
and the trance-state, or, to speak more ac- 
curately. two sensations. The experiments 
of Dr. Charcot found an echo in the seances 
given by Donato and Mile. Lucile, which at- 
tracted more attention than any similar per- 
formances since the time of Mesmer,iand pro- 
voked criticism and imitation. M. Carmelli, 
whore “subject” is a tall and pensive blonde, 
Mile. Mariani, has certainly succeeded in di- 
viding public attention with Donato, who, 
by the way, is shortly to arrive here. His 
modus operandi ig that usually employed 
by mesmerists, and the subject hav- 
ing been cast into a magnetic sleep the Ccus- 
tomary manifestations follow. She stands 
erect, rigid, corpse-like, with eyes open and 
staring. Matches are burned under her nose 
and lights held close to the eyeball without 
moving her. Brought out of the trance, she 
returns to life again with a melancholy sigh 
and an expression of weariness touching in 
the extreme.

A com- 
plicated calculation in arithmetic i# instan- 
taneously performed. A dice-box with eight 
dice is produced, and on a throw being made 
Mile. Mariani states the total correctly: 
another throw is made and again she states 
the number cast. Along pinis thrust com- 
pleteiy through her arm without awaking her, 
and finally the cataleptic is laid upon three 
chairs, and not only is the central one re- 
moved, but the magnetizer stands upon her 
body, which is supported rigid as a beam by 
the unyielding muscies. Having concluded 
these experiments, Carmelli bows to his ap- 
plauding audience, and says: ‘Ladies and 
gentlemen, Mile. Mariani and myself have 
had the honor of humbugging you all the 
time. She is not asleep and never was. You 
may rise, Mademoiselle,” and the “living 
corpse,’’? without waiting for the formality of 
awakening passes, jumps up laughing, bows 
to the audience and runs off. When the elec- 
trified audience has recoyered its equanimity, 
Carmelli obligingly explains that his subject 
isan expert and a clever performer; that 
when the matches are burned under her nose 
she takes a full breath, and instead of inhal- 
ing gently and steadily breathes out as long 
as the fumes are rising; that she fixes her 
eye on a point before the light is waved be- 
fore it and keeps her gaze steadily fixed on it;

The Republican party has a nervous, athe 
letic origin, and arose obedient toa law of its 
organization, which was the oid Puritanica! 
idea that this world must be left better than 
when the party took hold of it. The Round- 
Lead characteristics, inherited from Hugue- 
not and Puritan, have been as fuliy marked 
in the historv of this party as under Coligny 
or Cromwel!. The President haa little in 
sympathy with those characteristics. He 
plainly does not see apy great evils to be 
corrected. Heis not of the suggestive, in- 
terfering, aggressive temperament which 
marked such leaders as Sumner, Wade, 
Stevens, Boutwell and even Blaine and Conk- 
ling. A rather voluptuous, genteel man, 
much affected by what New York City thinks, 
as much at homein the company of Demo- 
crats as Republicans, and opposed to any re- 
vision of the privileges of his own political 
class. He is like Richara Cromwell succeed- 
ing to the Protectorate of his grim, moralistic 
father. He never wasinsympathy with, if 
he ever understood, the character of Gen. 
Garfield. Garfield took his instincts 
and encouragement from the old Pur- 
itan stock. Arthur has spent years of bia 
life amoug the Celtic politicians around the 
New York hotels. The only important con- 
vest Gen. Artbur ever had, which brought 
him out efthe cominonplac’ and placed him 
on the theater of national disputations, was 
when the civil service issue was directed 
against him as the lieutenan‘ of Conkling in 
the most lucrative New York clerkship. Exas- 
perated by his removal from the Collectorship 
of New York, heir:>ibed a dislike of moral 
reforms, and the great body of his party be- 
lieved in the reforms. Consequently, the new 
President bas no moral connection with the 
great boly ofthe voters of the Republican 
party. The elections in Ohio, however they 
may have been affected by the temperance 
question, show that the Republicans do not 
come to the polis under this Administration. 
It does not warm up their Roundhead in- 
stincts andinspire their ideai fervor. There 
are buttwoissues on which the Republican 
party can revitalize itself and again feel a 
general purpose so necessary to maintain the 
organization. One of these questions is the 
elevation of the business of politics, so as to 
make our Government more worthy of our 
nation. Arthur does not believe in any such 
elevation. He is rooted to the belief that the 
political workers are entitled to the full re- 
wards.

terprises. The Jeannette, as Wwe now know, 
Was cxught in the ice within six months af- 
ter her departure from San Francisco. From 
that time until crushed and sunk the vessel 
was completely helpless, moving as the ice 
moved and in no other way, while leaks 
wiuich could not be reached compelled con- 
tinual pumping for a year anda half. When 
the fiaal and fatal “nip’’ came the 
crew manaccd to escape and begana march 
of three hundred miles over broken ice, car- 
rying all their stores and drageing three 
boats. Four miles a day was considered good 
progress, and after one series of fourteen 
days they were twenty-seven miles further 
north than at the start. Three weeks of 
precious summer weather were wasted in 
exploring Bennett Island, in which profitless 
work much of their smali stock of tood and 
strenzth was expended. To this delay 
the survivors ascribe the dismal fate which 
undoubtedly has overtaken DE LONG and bis 
nineteen companions. Engineer MELVILLE 
and asmall party are now searching for tke 
remains of these unfortunates, and Lieut, 
HARBER and Master SCHUETZE, with another 
party, are engaged in the same melancholy 
business. Thereis a chance that one or the 
other of these parties will get lost, in which 
event of course somebody must go in search 
and perhaps get lostinturn. Meanwhile the 
United Staves steamer Rodgers, sent to took 
for the Jeannette, has been burned and sunk 
somewhere off the coast of Siberia, and her 
officers and crew, thirty-six in number, are 
wuifing near Cape Serdze to be rescued from 
an unpleasant and dangerous predicament.

Forty 
Bennett Islands are of intinitely less value to 
ihe world than poor DE LONG and his ecom- 
radez; andit would have been vastly better 
for all concerned, as everybody can now see, 
If the Jeannette, instead of hunting for the 
North Poie, had been employed in carrying 
flannel undershirts to the Hottentots or 
wooden overcoats tothe natives of New Zea- 
iand. The North Pole has never done us any 
harm; why not letit alone? In view of the 
Arctic experience now crowding upon us, the 
man who bereafter serious!y proposes anoth- 
er Arctic expedition, except in search of one 
aiready lost, should be put in tbe Peniten- 
lary or insane asylum forthwith.

How Its Habitans Enjoy Themselves 
in Washington. 


The President’s Leisure—Diplo- 
matic Fashionables, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 16,—This country vil. 
‘lage has been boiling over with excursion. 
ists from New Hampshire, which, with the 
meeting of the Land League at the same 
time, has kept us at fever heat. The New 
Hampshire people came down like a wolf on 
the ‘old. They took possession of the ho- 
tels, they swarmed the streets, they bad 
speeches and receptions and tomfoolery 
enough to last them a hundred years; and 
theyseemed to enjoy it, too. 
Richmond, where unlimited hospitality, 
champagne and taffy awaited them, and they 
returned toa feast ef the same kind of 
fare here. They went to Mount Vernon, 
and they had a dinner at Wilard’s Hotel, 
and their Congressmen and Senators found 
themselves able to do something in’ the 
way of mending their fences without the 
trouble of going home to doit. These New 
Hampsbire people are an interesting lot, 
Your correspondent studied them up last 
summer on their native heath. It requires 
allthe seven cardinal virtues to dig a living 
out of those rocky hillsides. When one con- 
siders the untold energy expended by a New 
Hampshire farmer in getting the bodlders off 
his land—the indestructible fences, which are 
really solid stone walls, built for all time and 
a part of eternity—the faculty they have for 
getting blood out of a turnip—one is forced 
to admire their indomitable pluck. The 
countenances of the people showit. When 
one sees a gang of them _ tozether, 
surrounded by a type and an_e atmos- 
phere entirely foreign to them, one 
sees intheir hard and careworn features the 
life they lead. They enjov themselves solemn- 
ly. Friday night at Willard’s | watched 
them. The women were all finely dressed, 
the men sturdy and intellicent-lookiog, but 
enjoyment was a serious business with them 
—none of the insouciance, the careiess gayety, 
the happy-go-lucky air of a party of tourists 
anywhere} else than in New England. They 
were having a good time, but they were hav- 
ing it in a sober, o!d-fashioned Puritancal 
manner. Of course they were all tickied to 
death at the appointment of Mr. Chandler to 
the Navy Department, and Mr. Chandler 
trudged around unflacgingly with them, 
whieh is a good sign—I hate te see a man 
avoiding his people away from home—and 
they wound up by a hand-sbaking with 
the poor, long-suffering President. The 
Land League moctns hes been altogether a 
different thing from the hilarious affairs that 
constitute such conventions usuaily—they met 
for business, not for fun, and the eensequence 
has been that nothing has been heard ofthem 
beyond their regular meetings. John Boyle 
O’Reiily of the Boston Pilot is among them 
and I know not to-day a man more stricking 
iu manner and person and more distinguish- 
ed for adventure than he. When one reads 
of his arrest and trial in England—his being 
deported to New South Wales to the penal 
colony, where political convicts go through 
the treatment reserved fortbe worst criminals 
in other lands, and are forced into association 
with the most hardened ciasses—of his escape 
in an open boat, without food or water, and be- 
ing picked up by a passing vessel—he being the 
second man who ever escaped from captivity 
there, so rigid is the surveillance—it makes 
the actual man a marvel. He is a handsome, 
polished man of thirty-five, without a trace 
of the Irishman in his face or epeech. He 
owns a pretty house at Charleston, Mass., 
where his family life ia beautiful and where 
he is the darling of the cultivated society of 
Boston, and is the editor of a weekly paper 
that has a cireulation of sixty thousand 
copies. One of the tortures visited upon 
him during the time he wore his convict’s 
suit was this: He had been guilty of some 
small breach of the rules of the prison. A 
letter meanwhile arrived for bim from Ire- 
land, with a mourning edge and seal.

R.M. Pomeroy, President of the Toledo, 
Cincinnati and St. Louts Railroad, Boston, 
Mass., arrivedintne city this morning and 
registered at the Southern. Heis accompanied 
by Daniel Ahl, Jr., G@. T. W. Braman and R. 


It. Stearns, of Boston, directors of the same 
road: This morning a reporter of the Post. 
HiISPATCH met Mr. Pomeroy in the rotunda 
of the Southern Hotel and inquired the cause 
of this visitation of railway officials, and the 
President replied: 

‘‘Weintend holding a little meeting here 
to morrow for the purpose of discussing some 
yatters of importance to the road and to St. 
Louis. Our attorney will arrive to-night and 
we expect Gen, Corse here to-morrow morn- 
ine.”

Will the Missouri Pacific Railroad be 
Sold at Auction P 
What the Sale of the Poplar Street 
Track, Depot Buildings, Etc., 
Means. 


The sale Monday evening of the depot blocks 
of ground by the Sheriff upon execution 
against the Pacific Ruilroad attracted a large 
crowd at the Court- house do or, and was the 
subject of much comment, following as it did 
the sale ot the Poplar street track 


t> the same _ parties. The public 
has manifested considerable interest to-day 
in the matter, and bas generally failed in as- 
certaining what it all means, The sale was 
made to satisfy a judgment obtuined on ac- 
count of the suitof the Boonville Branch Ruil- 
road, held by W. E. Burr, Geo, F. M. Davis 
and James M. Nelson, and in which 3. Eee BD. 
Morrison, Leonard Mathews, W. D. Griswold, 
Oharies H. Peck and L. U. Nelson are interest- 
ed. Mr. Thos J. Portis, attorney 
of the Missouri Pacitic, entered a protest 
against the sale, ulleving that the property 
pelonged to the Miss ‘uri Pacific Railroad Com 
pany ; that the Sheriff sold the same at his per- 
il and that a perfect title could not be secured 
the purchaser. 

go Portis was found at his offidés in tne In 
surance Building to-day py a reporter of the 
Post. DISPATCH and questioned concerning 
the tacts of the sale. ‘he reporter asked: 

‘*Why is not the Missouri Pacific respousible 
for tnis judgment ant execution?’ 

‘‘Because the arrears of rent were due the 
Boonviile Branch from the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad by the lessee of the old 
Pacific, who owed most of the rent, and the 
suit was brought before the appointment ofa 
receiver. Thejudgwent was on an open ac- 
count without any written contract, and could 
not have been obtained if the claim haa been 
persistently contested.’’ 

‘‘1t is stated that the claim of tne Boonville 
Branch is the sawe in character as that of St. 
Louis county ?’’ 

‘“‘The statement is not true. The St. 
Louis county claim was one of a 
priority of lien over Jali others, and in 
the decree the court reserves its right to de 
termine that pointr It is also untrue that the 
question of lien is reserved, Dot only for the 
county claim, but forthe Boonville rents, as 
atthut time the Boonville Branch made no 
claim. The fact is that, while the county claim 
is one of priority of hen, nosuch claim is made 
in the decree or by the claimants for the boon- 
ville Branch, 

‘‘But the decree says: ‘Itis furtner oraered 
and decreed that nothing herein contained or 
proceedings had shail in any manner affect 
the rights of the Boonville Branch Railroad or 
its cluims to reutS therefor.’ What does that 
mean?’’ 

‘‘It is simply saving that the Boonville 
Branch might sue the old company for its 
reuts, but it had precisely the same rights and 
privileges without the decree. That cianse 
was perfectly unnecessary. The county of St. 
Louis had an intervening petition pending in 
the court atthe time of the decree, but not one 
word about the Boonvil.e branch was before 
the court when the decrve of foreclosure was 
granted, and reference to its Claim was, 
therefore, extrajudicial.’’ 

‘*But it is alleved that the Sheriff may con- 
tinue to sell the Missou:i Pacific by piecemeal 
unti! the jucgment is satisnedc?’’ 

‘You mi¢eht as weliclutm that be can sell 
the Liverpool and London Railroad on the 
sume judgement, or that a Judgment against 
one lWan’s property can be executed against 
the property of un innocent man. The Jay 
Gould interest is notin any shape responsibie 
for thejback rents, and the whole proceeding 
ngainst the present owners of the Missoari 
Pacific is in the nature of a farce.’”’ 

CoL. J. L. D MORRISON, 
one of the interested parties, was interviewed 
to-dav in relation to his opinion of the case. 
The Colonel] said: 

‘‘l have taken some trouble to inguire into 
the facts, as itis evident thateither the pur- 
cbasers under the execution or the Jay Gouid 
interest in the Missouri Pacific are greatly at 
tault in the matter.’’ 

‘*What is the theory ofthe purchasers?’’ 

‘*That the Poplar street.track Was not em- 
braced in the mortgage of July 10, 
1875, as it was for the entire line of the Pacific 
road, connecting atthe westside of Seventh 
street in the city of St. Louis, and extending 
to the State line at Kansas City, with its appur- 
tenances. The purchasers under the execu- 
tion rely upon the law to show thatthe Poplar 
street track, not being in the mortgage, is 
subject to the execution under which they pur- 
chased, although the attorney of the Missouri 
Pacific insists that the Poplar and Cerre street 
tracks are embraced inthe mortgages under 
the word appurtenances.’’ 

‘(What is the mortguge referred to?’’ 

‘‘This mortgage was foieciosed by the de- 
cree oftne U. ds. Court of this city, after the 
court had ordered ajudicial inquiry into the 
amount due to the Boonville Branch Road for 
reat from the Pacilic Road. The amount was 
atterwards tixed vy the Moniteau Circuit Court 
at $95,000 and judgment theretor’ ren- 
dered in favor of parties entitled to the 
rent. Upon this judgment the executions were 
issued under which the recent sale took 
niace. ‘The decree of foreclosure of the mort- 
vave of 1875, which vasentered by the coa- 
sent of all the parties to the proceedings and Its 
known asa ‘consent decies,’ contains the 
foiiowing provision: ‘It is further ordered 
and decreed that nothing hereiu contained or 
proceedings hud inthis cause shail in any 
mimanner uffect the Boonville Branch Railroad 
or its claim@to rents therelor.’ This claim 
thus exempted from the Operation of the 
foreclosure passed into judgment, 
aud upon executions to collect it 
tne sales referred to have taken place. 
Under this decree of foreciosure of the wmwort- 
gage of 1875 James Baker became the purchas- 
er of theentire line of road embraced in the 
mortgage. The Missouri Pacific Railroad was 
then organized under the general statutes of 
Missouri, and James Baker conveyed to it ali 
the rights he acquired under the purchase on 
foreciosure, anu Jay Gould and his parties 
succeed to what Baker purchased. The St. 
Louis Connecting Railway was organized un- 
der the same general law and has succeeded to 
ail the rights ef the late purchaser under the 
execution neainst the Pacific Rail: oad in favor 
ot the Boonville Branco tor rent. It 
is understood that the plaintiffs 
in execution will proceed to 
sell the entire line of the Pacific Road from 
time to time uuatil their judgment is paid, 
either by sules Or Otherwise. There appears 
to be a pretty sharp contestin stere through 
thecourts. The st. Louis Connecting Railway 
propose, if they succeed, to unite their road 
upon the levee with the Baird road ot East 
St. Louis and ferry companies and do the 
Eastern business of the city at about half the 
rates now charged by the tunnel and Poplar 
street track and levee roadsin present hands 
of Gould. We will see how it turns outin the 
futere.’’

A NOVEL CASE. 


Suit Against a Boiler Inspector for Report- 
ing a Corrosion. 


Judge Lindley and a jury are wrestling to- 
day with a suitinvolving damages against a 
Boiler Inspector. The action is instituted ip 
the name of the city to the use of A. B. Mayer, 
a factory-owner on Withers ave- 
nue, against Edward Sullivan, and the 


two sureties on his bond, Edwin Harrison and 
Wiliam Schrader. Under the provisions of 
the citv ordinance it appears that Boiler In- 
spector Holland appointed Suilivan an in- 
spector upon the application of thea 
Hariford Steam Boiler Ilnspection and 
Insurance Company, and on a certain occa. 
sion, atthe request of Mr. Mayer, be proceed- 
ed to inspect two boilers in bis factory with a 
view to receiving the usual certificate. Mr. 
Mayer alleges that Mr. Sullivan neglii- 
gently performed this duty and ordered 
him to desist from the use of the boilers and to 
remove the mud-drum and leg when there was 
really no necegsity for it. he consequence 
was, Mr. Mayér alleges, that forty men were 
suspended frum labor for one week, and 
the business of the factory enffered to 
the extent of $1,000, for which judgmentis 
asked on the Inspector’s bond.

WAS IT MURDER? 


The Unknown Body o1 the Man Found in the 
Park Still Unidentified. 


The body of the unknown man who was 
found deadin the Washington Square Park 
night before last still lies in the Morgue. A 
morning paper had along aad tortuous item 
on the pistol] found lying by the side of the 
man being one owned by Jesse James. The 


whole hypothesis is drawn onthe simple state- 
ment of a man who saw the 
pistol in the Coroner’s oftice 
nvdina wild and tanciful humor declared it 
to be one of Jesse James’. It is weil known 
that bis armory is now in the possession ot bis 
wife, and that if any of the destructive articles 
were to ve sold they would command a good 
price as relics Amore probable theory and 
one which is given much credence by 
level headed men around the Four Courts is 
that the mun was jbrutally murdered by some 
unknown person and thatthe pistol was placed 
by his sidein orderto throw detectives and 
others off the truck when an investigation be- 
gan The dead man’s face aoes not 
indicate that he suffered any § from 
mental anxiety, but on the contrary 
indicates a lvok commingled of surprise and 
fear. From this it would seem that wile 
walking through the park he had been met by 
athug, who shot him and placed him onthe 
bench with the pisto! beside himto make it ap- 
pear thatit was a suicide. The villian then 
riled the murdered man’s pucket, and es- 
caped tin the darkness of the wuvight. 
The history ct suicides does not show that 
genteel, well and eleguntly dressed men coin- 
mit the act without 3ome trace of their 
identity on their persons, or with money in 
their pockets. Only the poor and miserabie 
beings in rags and tattered garments, without 
one cent about them, are the class who 
go out in the dead hours of nigit 
und take their lives. 

The pistol was found lying on the left side of 
the nan, and the course of the bullet indicat- 
ed that the fatal shot had been fired into the 
right temple and had gone out at the lett. It 
is very likely that 

Ik THE WOUND HAD BEEN SELF-INFLICTED 
the pistol would have dropped on the right 
side, as the man’s hand relaxed in death. 
The size of the pistol is another indication 
that it was owned by some other son than 
deceased, for his appearance would seem that 
if he desired to carry a pisto! at all it wouid be 
one of ordinary size. The pistol ts aregula- 
tion army pistol, Colt’s make, and of the larg- 
est size, 45caliber. These weapons are ordi- 
narily about twenty inchesin leogth, but the 
one in uestion has n cut off 
in the arrel about six inches, 
so that it could be worn eitherin a smaii Delt 
Orin a very deep pocket. The man’s hip 
pocket was examined this mornig and te be of 
ordipary depth and not worn at ali to speak 
of. The pistol, at present, is of such length 
that it could not easily be wornin the pocket, 
butifit had been it would have worn the 
pocket more thanis shown,asits weight is from 
two anda halfto three pounds. The pistol is 
ot that Variety worn by Western men, officers 
in discharge of perilous duties and by hard 
characters generally. There is nothing about 
the dead man’s looks that would Indicate that 
he had been any buta man of good breeding 
and easy circumstances in life. These new 
facts reiative to the unknown man’s death 
will doubtiess stimulate new efforts in an en- 
deavorto gain some definite clue, notwith- 
standing the fact that some officials state in 
precise language that they know the deceased 
committed suicide. Large numbers of people 
have gazed upon the remains yesterday and 
tu-day, but none of them have recognized him 
as a friend or chance acquaintance.
